At approximately 0540 I sew a licht in the sky to the southwest. It 
appesred at first glence to be a star as it was considerably above the 
horizon. It shown with a yellowish white light with no twinkle whatso- 
ever, After several glences every few minutes I looked at it through 
field slesses, The light was still yellowish white end wes perfectly 
round with absolutely no twinkle, I was convinced that it wes not a star, 
This object did not move, 


At 0425 efter observing the takeoff of en aircraft to the southwest 
I lcokod at this object egsin vith field glasses, It appeared to be a 
silvery colored object, perfectly round still reflecting a little light. 
ft this time there was a band of light on the horizon to the northeast 
before the sunrise, The sky to the southwest was still totally derk and 
the object could be plainly observed with naked eys as perfectly round, 
resembling a silver sphere, 


At approximately 0450 I called weather stetion and requested observer 
to come up to the tower to take a look at it, Two men cene up snd obser= 
Ved the object, Captain McCabe also came up approximately 5 minutes later 
end observed the object for approximately 20 minutes before the haze end 
rising sun obliterated it from view. During the time the object was un- 
der observation, sbout one and one half hours, the object did not move. 
4fter first becoming curious I made a mark on the window with grease 
pencil elimaed with object end subsoquent observations used this marr 
for orientation, The object was observed in the seme place in refer= 
ence to this mark until it was no longer visible due to heze end sun= 
rise, Captain McCebe estimated that the object ust be a great distance 
away ond at a height between 30 and 40 thousend feet, iWesther observer 
szmosd vith this estimate. Size of object unimow thus esccurate est- 
inate of distence not possible, 
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
